GERMAN PROTESTS 


WILL NOT AVAIL 


Washington, AprH 19.—Presi- 
dent Wilson told congress, assem- 
bled in joint session, shortly after 
X o'clock this afternoon, he has 
given Germany irrevocable infor- 
mation that the United States 
would break off diplomatic rela- 
tion if her illiegal submarine war- 
fare was continued. 


A note, America's last word, 
practically an ultimatum and de- 
manding an immediate reply, pre- 
sumably was in the Berlin foreign 
office as the president was speak- 
ing. 


It was dispatched last night in 
accordance with the president's 
plan to have it before the German 
government at the same moment 
he was addressing the American 
congress. 


Asked No Action. 


The president asked no action 
whatever of congress. 
He sim- 
ply informed of the accumulation 
of facts proving that Germany's 


assurance to the United States 
are being violated; that the sub- 
marine 
campaign, 
despite the 
earnest protests of the United 
States is being conducted with re- 
newed vigor in contravention of 
all the laws of nations and hu- 
manity 
and that lie means to 
sever relations unless it is brought 
within the law. 


Diplomatic history of the tvorld 
shows that such a course is al- 
most certain to be followed by 
war. 


Diplomatic Exchanges Snded. 
The president's note and his 
address to congress 
are 
final. 
They mark the ^ d of diplomatic 
exchanges. A continuance of the 
long standing friendly relations, 
the president made clear, depends 
alone upon Germany's conduct.

torney Roger B. Wood said today. 


Mr. Wood announced that he had re- 
ceived instructions from Washington to 
proceed with the case just as if no pro- 
test had been made by the German Am- 
bassador over the seizure of the papers 
and by von Igel himself on the gronnd 
that lie was officially connected with 
the enibass3\ 


The prosecutor said he had examined 
the papers over night, that some re- 
ferred to the alleged conspiracy to de- 
stroy the Canadian waterway, and that 
there was no evidence that they were 
ambassadorial papers. 


"If the papers are to be returned to 
the 
German 
ambassador," 
said Mr. 
Wood, "he must swear that they are 
part of the archives of the German 
embassy."

Complete Text of President Wilson's 
Address to Congress on Subsea Issue 


Wasiiington, April 19.—In laying tho 
submarine issue witli Germany before 
congress today, President Wilson said: 


"Gentlemen of the congress: 
A situa- 
tion has arisen in the foreign relations 
of the country of which it is my plain 
duty to inform you frankly. It will be 
recalled that in February, 1915, the im- 
perial German 
government announced 
its intention to treat the waters sui- 
rounding Great Britain and Ireland a j 
embraced within the seat of war and to 
destroy all merchant ships, owned by its 
enemies that might be found within any 
part of that portion of the high seas 
and that it warned all vessels of neu- 
tral. as well as belligerent ownership, 
to keep out of the waters it had thus 
prescribed, or else enter them at their 


The American Position. 
The government of the United States 
earnestly protested. 
It took the posi- 
tion that such a policy could not be piu - 
sued without the practical certainty of 
(p-ofis and palpable violations of the law 
of nations, particularlyx as 
Bubmarine 
craft were to be employed as its instni- 
ments, inasmich as the rules prescribed 
by that law, rules founded upon prin- 
ciples of humanity and established for 
"the protection of the Ives of non-com- 
batent^ at sea, cotild not in the nature 
of til« case,be observed by' such resseb. 
-id fiuad^^ Droteat on the Mound iliat 
t 


persons of neutral nationality and ves- 
sels of neutral ownership would be ex- 
posed to extreme and intolerable risks 
and that no right to close any part of 
the high seas against their use or to .ex- 
pose them to sucli risks could lawfully 
be asserted by any belligerent govern- 
ment. The law of nations in these mat- 
ters upon which the government of the 
United States based its protest, is not 
of recent oriirin or founded, upon merely 
arbitrary principles pet up by conven- 
tions. It is based on the contrary, upon 
manifest and imperative principles of 
humanity and has long been established 
with the approval and by the express as- 
sent of all civilized nations. 


Disregarded Our Protest. 


"Notwithstanding the earnest protest 
of our government the- imperial German 
government at once proceeded to carry 
out the policy it had announced. It ex- 
pressed the hope tliat the dangers in- 
volved, at any rate the dangers to neu- 
tral vessels would be reduced to a rain- 
imum b''' the instructions which: it had 
issued to its submarine commander.«! and 
assured the government of the United 
States it would take every possible pre- 
caution both to ..respect the rights of 
neutrals and to siifcguard the lives of 
non"^combatant8.

Greater and Greater Activity. 


"In pursuance of the policy of sub- 
marine warfare against the commerce of 
its adversaries, thus announced and en- 
tered upon by (;he imperial government 
in despite of the solemn protest of this 
government, the commanders of Ger- 
man undersea vessels have attacked mer- 
chant ships with greater.' and greater 
activity not only upon the high seas 
surrounding Great' Britain and Ireland, 
but wherever they could encounter them 
in a way that has gi'own more and 
more ruthless, more and 
more 
indis- 
criminate as the months have gone by. 
less and less observant of restraints of 
any kind; and have delivered their at- 
tacks without compunction against ves- 
sels of every nationality and bound up- 
on every\Sort of errand. Vessels of neu- 
tral ownership, even vessels of neutral 
ownership bound from neutral port to 
neutral port, have been destroyed along 
with VUSSOIH of belligerent ownership in 
constc'tlv increasing numbers.

Army Chief Seeks Accurate 
Information on Mexican 
Situation. 


HAS BEEN ORDERED 


TO SAN ANTONIO 


Future 
Action 
in 
Villa 
Hunt Now Depends on 
Further Reports. 


Washington, April 19.—Major Geneml 
Hugh L. Scott, chief of 
staff 
of the 
army, will go to San Antonio, Texas, 
tonight by order of Secretary Baker, in 
order to get accurate information as to 
the situation on the border and in ^lex- 
ico. 


Decision of the Washington govern- 
ment upou the question as to whether 
the American forces hunting Villa shall 
be recalled or reinforced, for further 
operations, today awaited the receipt of 
further reports from American officers 
in Mexico. 
Gen. Funston already lias 
submitted a lengthy report on the situa- 
tion and additional advices from him 
are momentarily expected. 
Meanwhile, 
indications are that the chase for Villa 
is at a standstill. 
' 
The general belief here is that the 
German situation would 
have 
some 
bearing upon the 
impending 
decision. 
Should a baek in diplomatic relations 
occur it was pointed out.that the troops 
now in Mexico would be needed at hon»'.- 
as military prudence would require that 
steps be taken to prepare for eventual 
itis in Europe. 
It was suggested th;it 
inasmuch as the main purpose of the 
expedition—the protection of the bor- 
der— has been accomplished, an agree- 
ment, for .withdrawal might be,.reached 
with Gen. Carranza; on the basis that if 
Villa and his bandits again head north- 
ward American troops would again cross 
the international line. 


Would Not Discuss It. 


Secretary -Baker 
would not discuss 
General Scott's mission beyond his for- 
mal statement. 
It was assumed, ¡how- 
ever, that this report, after conference 
with Gen. Funston, will go far toward 
detei-mining the course to be pursued iu 
Mexico.

With the relations between the United States and Germany 
,bnce more strained to perilously near tlie breaking point as an out- 
come of the submarine warfare, it may be interesting as well as 
profitable to briefly review the developments which have brought 
about a situation most regrettable. For more than a year at fre- 
quently recurring periods an apparent crisis has developed over the 
one phase of the European conflict v/hich has given the United States 
its chief personal concern. There have been protests, statements 
and negotiations and an exchange of notes almost without number in 
the effort to clarify the situation and to bring about a conformity to 
Avhat America has contended to be the recognized rules of warfare. 
In announced retaliation for the proclaimed but ineffectual "food 
blockade" proclaimed by Great Britain against the German empire 
the latter has repeatedly overstepped the bounds of what America 
has maintained is justifiable warfare in the sinking -of unarmed ves- 
sels of an enemy without proper warning. The fact that American 
lives have been lost as a result of this course is naturally the mov- 
ing impulse of the United States in its proclaimed intention of up- 
holding the ^'ights of neutral humanity. 


The first American life was lost under these circumstances in 
the torpedoing of the British liner Falaba. Then followed attacks 
upon the Gulf light, tlie Gushing and the William P^ Frye, all Ameri- 
can ships. Next the Lusitania horror with its hundreds of dead, 
Americans among them. The sinking of the Arabic followed. Aus- 
tria v/as then involved in the sinking of the Ancona and the Persia, 
though never admitting liability for the latter case. The climax that 
directly precipitated the present move was the attaok on the British 
channel steamer Sussex, witli Americans aboard. Responsibility for 
this Germany has denied, but in the light of evidence in its hands 
the Washington government maintains that its proof is conclusive. 


At A'arious times during the past year in response to American 
insistance, Germany has given assurances of adherence to accepted 
laws of warfare that have been cheerfully accepted by the United 
Btates. In the light of developments, however—repeated attacks 
coming after assurances had been given, and with an attempt at jus- 
tification which the United States could not accept—Washington has 
been forced to the conclusion that the German naval commanders 
are violating the promise given by the Berlin government. This, in 
brief, is the status of affairs which has led Pre^dent Wilson to lay 
before congress his next step which may be fraught with grave con- 
sequences .

The privately owned roads of Canada' 
spent only $73.94 of each $100 earned.

roads was pulled up by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific which had recently been opened 
through a new country in > "o '.» /.sv ítjíi 
was operated at a Joss, spending $110.86 
for each $100 of revenue.

third annual bird count of the United 
States will be made by the bureau oí 
biological survey of the U. S. depart- 
ment 6f agriculture during the breeding 
season in May and June. 
In 
making 
this survey the bureau will rely largely 
on persons interested in bird life who 
agree to act as volunteer enumerators 
and couiit the different kinds of birds 
found in a 40 or 80 acre farm or wood- 
land tract near their homes. The counts 
thus made by unpaid observers during 
the last two summers have furnished to 
the department 
valuable dát» on the 
character, number and distribution of 
the bird populajbion. 
/ T h i s year the ornithologists of the de 
partment wish pa^icularly to ^cure tt 
large number of volunteers in the west 
to report on the bird life in the plains, 
the semi-arid regions, the deserts, and 
the 
mountains in that 
part 
of 
the 
United States. 
Especial attention also 
is to be given to securing data as to the 
birds in the fn>it districts of the Pacific 
coast and in the south Atlantic 
and 
Gulf states. 


Thé information collected this year, it 
is believed, will be of special valué in 
enabling the department to test thè eí> 
feet of diate and national bird Iftws and 


alence of locusts, grasshoppers, and oth- 
er insect pests in different localities. 


As it is impossible to make an actual 
count of all the birds in any extended 
district, each enumerator is asked to re- 
port only 
upon the number of 
birds 
breeding in a selected area of 40 to 80 
acres in country or suburban districts. 
From the figures thus obtained, those in 
charge of the work are able to approxi- 
mate the total number of birds of each 
kind in different sections of the country.

general assembly the passage of a law 
that will provide for the turning of thi> 
surplus each year•into_the teachers re 
tirement 
fund, 
where he believes tt 
rightfully belongs. 
The memoranJuni 
prepared on the subject follows: 


"During the year of 1915, • tlie manu- 
script department received and grad>i 
17,749 manuscripts of teachers and pros- 
pective teachers. 
If each teacher in the 
state had • pi-epared a manuscript the 
number would have been 19,220, only a 
little larger than the number of manu- 
scripts actually graded. 
However, the 
number of teachers who " prepared these 
manuscripts was much smaller. 
Ow 
ing to the fact that many teachers ImJd 
exemptions and high grade iicen¿s<VT, une; 
furthermore, a • very large number 01 
teachers have their manuscripts grad- 
'ed by the county • superintendent^. 


"Many manuscripts were prepared by 
applicants who have not taught and a 
number of applicants prepared «"veral 
manuscripts during ihe year 
X. vri- 
theless, the )nunber of manuscripts re- 
ceived was unusually .arge, and t!ie ^^-•ry 
large increase may be aecou'j+ed for in 
part-by the fact that 1915 was (he lir.«t 
year in Avhich provision war- maile f jv 
elementary 
examinations in pre-voc.i- 
tional subjects, in compliance with the 
requirement of the vocational 
edu.-a- 
tional aAv that after September 1, 1915, 
all teachers of vocational subjects must 
hold liccnse in such subjects. 


During 1015 more than 2,0v)0 mau;.- 
Bcript« containing elementary vocational 
subjects was received. Exclusive of the 
vocational manuscripts, the increase in 
1015, was almost 2.500 over the previ- 
ous year, a much • larger increase than 
any recorded. 
It is expected that the 
number of' applications for license in 
J916 will exceed -all former records. In 
March alone 3,579 manuscripts 
were 
graded. 


"Under th^ operation • of the law in 
effect in 1915, the license fee was'$1.00, 
and the total amount received after the 
report of September 30, 1914 and during 
1015 was $11,448.25. • This money was 
collected to defray the expense of grad- 
ing manuscripts and issuing the license.-. 


After all expenses, including the cost 
of a large • section of steel shelving for 
the manuscript department were paid, 
a surplus (including some funds from 
the previous year) 
amounting to $5, 
150.24 was paid into the state treas- 
ury. 


"The general assembly of 1915 reduc- 
ed the examination fee to 75c. 
Under 
the old law the fee was one dollar and it 
entitled the applicant to three 'trials 
if he was not successful on the first or 
second tri^. 
The majority of appli- 
Mnts are successful on • the first trial. 
Consequently the reduction in the fee 
is a^ benisfit to the majority of appli- 
cants'' for s^atc license. 
The 1915 • law 
provides' also that all surplt^s fees shall 
go into the tuition revenue, instead gf 
the general 
fund of'the state. 
Thus 
all fees collected now are used for edu- 
cational purposes."

^ e will advocate to the ' nexL 
general assembly the passage of a lav 
that will provide for the turning of tlii/' 
surplus each year • into, the teachers re 
tirement 
fund, 
where he believes it 
rightfully belongs. 
The memoranJuni 
prepared on the subjcct follows: 


"During the year of 1015,'tlie manu- 
script department received and grad'i 
17,749 manuscripts of teachers and pro.s- 
pective teachers. 
If each teacher in the 
state had • prepared a manuscript the 
number would hare been 19,220, only a 
little larger than the number of manu- 
scripts actuallv graded. 
However, the 
number of teachers wijo ' prepared these 
manuscripts was much smaller. 
Ow 
ing to the fact that many teachers hold 
exemptions and high grade Ucfascir, une; 
furthermore, a 'verj' lar^je number oi 
teachers have their manuscripts grad- 
ed by the county • superintondent-:. 


"Many manuscripts were prepared by 
applicants who have not taught and a 
number of applicants prepared ««vtv.al 
manuscripts during ihe year 
X. v.r- 
theless, the number of manuscripts re- 
ceived Avas unusually -arge, anl tlie Aery 
large increase may be accouM+ed for in 
part'by the fact that 1915 was (he linst 
year in which provi.sion wa^ made fjv 
elementary 
examinations in prc-voca- 
tional subjects, in compliance with the 
requirement of the vocational 
edur-a- 
tional aw that after September 1, 1915, 
all teachers of vocational subjects must 
hold license in such subjects. 


During 1915 more than 2,000 maiu.- 
scripts containing elementary vocational 
sjibfects was received. Exclusive of the 
vocational manuscripts, the increase in 
1915, was almost 2.500 over the previ- 
ous year, a much • larger increase than 
any recorded. 
It is expected that the 
number of ' applications for license in 
J1916 -will exceed all former records. In 
March 'alone 3,579 manuscripts 
were 
graded. 


"Under th^ operation • of the law in 
effect in 1915, the license fee was •$1.00, 
and the total amount received after the 
report of September 30, 1914 and during 
1915 was $11,448.25. • This money was 
collected to defray the expense of grad- 
ing manuscripts and issuing the license». 


After all expenses, including the cost 
of a large • section of steel shelving for 
the manuscript department were paid, 
a surplus (including some fimds from 
the previous year) 
amounting to $5, 
150.24 \vas paid into the state treas- 
ury. 


"The general assembly of 1915 reduc- 
ed the examination fee to 75c. 
Under 
the old law the fee was one dollar and it 
entitled the applicant to three 'trials 
If he was not successful on the first or 
second tri^. 
The majority of appli- 
cants are successful on ' the first trial. 
Oonseqnently the reduction in the fee 
is a benttfit to the majority of appli- 
cants'- for s^ate license. 
The 1915 • law 
provides' also that all surpli^s fees shall 
go into the tuition revenue, instead of 
the general 
fund of'the state. 
Thus 
all fees collected now are used for edu- 
cational purposes."

a reflection of the gravity of his words. 


Breaks Into Cheers. 
When he concluded with expressions 
of hope that Germany would so act to 
avert a regrettable break with America, 
the assembly broke into cheers.

Far More Attention Paid 
Diseases of Much Less 
Importance. 


Columbus, 0., April 18.—Measles i s i a 
neglected problem in Ohio, according ¿o 
Dr. Frank G. Bourreau, director of tne 
division of communicable diseases of the 
state board of health, who contends that 
far more attention is paid to other dis- 
eases of much less importance. 


In anv article which appeared in the 
April issue "pf the Ohio ^tate 
Medical 
Journal, Dr. Boudreau shows that 
the 
average annual number of deaths from 
measles in Ohio is 446, while tlie aver- 
age number of cases reported annually 
is 44.600. 
Since about .30 per cent, of 
these cases occur in children of school 
age, he 
estimates 
that 
1.3,380 is 
the 
average number of children kept 
from 
school by measles for varying 
periods 
during a single year. 


If the number of deaths from pneu- 
monia and tuberculosis, which 
resulted 
from measles, could be included in tht 
tables 
shoAving the above 
figures, Dr 
Boudreau' says the total would be ap- 
palling. ,

Says Appendicitis is 
Due to White Flour 


Changes in milling processes are re- 
sponsible for appendicitis, according to 
a physician who has been in the prac- 
tice of mcdicine for 50 years and Avho 
has observed the spread of the disease. 
This physician, ])r. H. C. Howard, of 
Champaign, 111., asserts that until the 
trade demand 
for exceodingiy 
white 
flour changed tlie methods of grinding 
wheat there was no appendicitis. 


To prove this assertion the physician 
points to the fact that Avhcrc coarse 
breads are used the disease is unknown, 
but tliat as soon as the line breadstufls 
are introduced appendicitis comes along 
as a sequence. 


By this reasoning it is shown 
that 
the people ^f agricultural 
communities 
who secured* their flour from small mills 
did not have the disease until the small 
mills were crowdcd out by the 
large 
ones and fine white flour supplanted tiie 
coarse. 


Then the negroes of the south so long 
as they ate corn bred were frcp from 
the disease, but when the 7i(!W proces.s 
flour began to be used the disease came 
among them. 
The same residts attended 
the departure of the Gorman folks- from 
their coarse bread to the refined flour. 


Disease Rare Before 1875. 


"I can well remember prior to about 
187o." «aid Dr. Hov.urd, 
"that 
thero 
•was little or none of the ailment among 
the people. 
In 
25 years of 
practice 
among the people before that time I 
do not think I saw more tlian 4il cases 
of appendicitis. 
Now thej^ are 
com- 
mon. 


"Large and extended changes in the 
diet of people has-contributed to this. 
i"or example, aboui, the date mnitinnfd 
there began to he n geiiorHl change from 
the old method of grinding grain to the 
present method of roller mills and ex- 
cessively fine boliing cloths.

The new process which is held ac-

the bran, and leaves only the starch and 
ixluten.

? - which should be clearly recognized to 
prevent 
disappointment,

^ to the speclaaists of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agi^culture. 
The object 
: of disinfecting- seed potatoes is to de- 


1 stroy the grerms of scab and 
other^ 
i -surface parasites whdch might other- 
wise be planted with the seed and in- 
Lifect the new crop. 
Only' surface in- 
i 'fections are reacihed by this method. 
It is only partially effective against 


i deep pits of comonon scab.

; tubers can be reached by any seed

Clearly, therefore, the most impor- 
ri tant precaution against these diseases 
i is to select clean, disease-free seed 
i potatoes from healthy, vigorous plants, 
I as determined by field inspection dur- 
I ing the growing season and at harvest. 
I 
Seed treatment .=hould then be ap- 
plied as an additional precaution. 
It 
. will not be effective, however, if the 
soil where the potatoes are to 
be 
planted is already full of disease. 


Soli conditions have an important 
relation to potato tuber diseases, and 
many 
of 
these 
are 
widely 
spread 
throughout the country, perhaps na- 
tive to some soils. 
Common scab is 
favored by a neutral or slightly alka- 
line soil, and seldom gives trouble in 
acid soils. 
It is therefore, increased 
by liming and by fresh stable manure, 
wood ashes, and alkaline fertilizers, 
Buch as nitrate of soda and ground 
bone, while acid phosphate and sul- 
phate of ammonia tend to diminish 
scab. 


Sulphur tends to prevent common 
scab. 
It is not a substitute for cor- 
rosive sublimate or formaldehyde, but 
: is a good drier for cut seed. 
Applied 
to scab-infested soils at the rate of 
500 pounds per acre it reduces the 
scab, but such heavy applications can 
not 
be 
generally 
recommended 
as 
profitable.

The Right Way to Treat a Home Is to Place it in its Proper Setting; Surround it With the Permanent Plants, Shrubs and Treves Which Grow Best in Your Own 
Neighborhood—Follow the General Style of Builjding and Planting of Your Locality and in This Way Help to Create Distinctiveness in Your Own State.

It j form in size and shape and placed in a 
is Important that the trees be well 
arranged 
within 
the 
yard. 
They 
should be placed where they will not 
obstruct the view from the house to 
the road or shut out the necessary 
sunlight. 


To secure the best effect, fast grow- 
ing or temporary trees may alternate 
with the long-lived trees. 
The trees 
should never be planted closer than 
16 or 18 feet apart. 
Temporary trees 
will grow up quickly and give the 
much desired shade while the slower 
trees are developing. 
When the per- 
manerft trees begin fib fill in the va- 
cant spaces, the temporarj' ones can 
be cut down, making room for the 
full development 
of the 
permanent 
foliage trees. 
But quick-growers are 
nearly always a bad bargin; they are 
soft-wooded, 
and 
therefore 
easily 
broken by storms, after which they 
fall an easy prey to insects and dis- 
eases. Quick-growers are the cheapest 
at the start, but the dearest in the 
end, because they cost more to main- 
tain. 
Just when you need them most 
they fail you, and the cost of cutting 
down big trees is very heavy. The pin. 
the red, and 
the scarlet oaks will 
overtake most of these quick-growers 
in twenty years, and they will last for 
centuries after the quick-growers are 
dead. 
Temporary trees get less val- 
uable every year after they reach a 
good size, while permanent trees grow 
more 
valuable. 
If 
you 
want 
the 
greatest Increase of value for your 
property, 
plant 
permanent 
trees. 
Quick growers often kill sales of prop- 
erty because prospective 
purchasers 
are getting to hate temporary trees. 
In Cleveland, it Is against the law to 
plant 
poplars. 
Trj- to 
solve 
your 
shade problem without quick-growers. 


Planting trees too closely gives rise 
to irregularly shaped trees. 
Often, 
moreover, as a result of too much 
shade, the grass on the lawn is de- 
stroyed. 


Fruit or nut bearing trees should 
never be planted in the front yard, for 
the fruit or nuts from these trees litter 
up the lawn. 
Professor Scott of Kan- 
sas thinks that for the best effect the 


row parallel to the boundary fences. 
A space of 40 or 50 feet should be left 
between trees. 


In the towns It is better to grow a 
certain variety of tree the full length 
of a street. ' It gives a formal appear- 
ance and makes the street more at- 
tractive. 
Other streets should be lined 
with other varieties of trees. 
In this 
way an insect pest will not destroy at 
one time the shade trees of the entire 
town. 


Instead 
of / placing 
Irregularly 
shaped bunches of shrubbery all over 
the front yard and along tfie walks, 
Professor Scott believes that the best 
showing can be secured by massing 
the shrubbery around the house or by 
using it to break square corners in the 
walk. 
Shrubbery should be used to 
fill in the corners at the end of the 
porch, 
as 
a 
banking 
to 
hide 
the 
foundation wall, or to fill in the curves 
of the walk. 


This belief is shared by all promin- 
ent authorities on this subject. 
The 
following Is quoted from a recent cir- 
cular issued by the University of 1111- 
ois and written by Mr. Wllhelm Miller: 


"No money that you can invest In 
planting will add so much to the sal- 
ability of your property 
as 
money 
spent to hide the foundations of your 
house. 
People commonly plant flow- 
ers against foundations, but 
flowers 
die down In winter and consequently 
for half the year they cannot hide the 
foundations. 
Even at their best, flow- 
ers are too weak to harmonize a house 
with Nature. 
It takes shrubs 
and 
permanent vines to do that. 
And it 
'.g a bip thing to accomplish, for a 
house 
without 
foundation 
planting 
cannot possibly look at home amid 
its surroundings; it looks bare, ugly, 
uncomfortable. 
The shrubs must not 
grow so high as to Interfere with the 
windows, and they must be compact, 
not sprawling or leggy; for this is 
the one place on the farm 
where 
something like dress parade is de- 
sirable."

Trees Will Make Your Place More 
Salable. 


"This house cost no more than the one shown 
below and was better in some important ways, 
but it had no trees in the yard. 
We wanted 
our children to have a shady playground before 
they grew up. 
So— 


look Just like every beginner's in every 
city.the world over. 
The best way to 
put 
personality 
and 
brilliancy 
and 
color into home grounds is to have a 
different set of vines for every house. 


One place will have Virginia creeper, 
trumpet honeysuckle, and bittersweet. 
The next place will have wild grape, 
wild clematis, and Illinois rose. 
Both 
will be beautiful the year round, and 
neither need cost a cent because you 
can dig the plants from the op^n. 
While you are waiting for the per- 
manent vines to grow, you can cover 
your porch the 
first 
year, 
without 
spending a cent, by sowing seeds of 
wild cucumber vine or collecting seeds 
of morning glory in regions where it 
runs wild. 
In the garden cities of 
England, 
such 
as 
Bournville 
and 
Letch worth, which are the most beau- 
tiful of their kind In the world, many 
thousands of dollars have been saved 
by building very plain houses, and 
providing different sets of vines for 
every house. 


And there is one evergreen vine that 
ought to be planted on every brick and 
stone house In America where English 
Ivy Is not hardy. This is the evergreen 
bittersweet—not the common climb- 
ing euonymous (Euonymus radicans), 
for that has a taint of variegation, 
but the round-leaved variety, which 
the nurserymen call vegetus. 
It Is 
free from the weakness and nuisance 
of producing white leaves, and years 
before the ordinary type it bears red 
fruits about the size of holly berries, 
which are brilliant all winter. 


It is a fundamental principle of 
landscape gardening that 
the 
open 
lawn, with shrubbery grouped at the 
sides, is more valuable than a lawn 
peppered with plants, even If they are 
rare and • costly. 
There is no doubt 
that you can make every dollar stand 
on edge and scream louder If you 
scatter plants over your lawn, hut you 
can not make a beautiful home picture 
In that way. The gaudy style of plant- 
ing, which will always appeal strongly 
to a beginner until the crack of doom. 
Is to scatter over the lawn foreign and 
artificial kinds of trees and shrubs. 


;But this Is like gingerbread omamen- 
Itation and flashy paint on a house—¿11 
for show, and without any 
appro- 
priateness to the country. 
The better 
way Is to keep the center of the lawn 
open. 
Moreover, the open lawn costs 
less to maintain, since you can mow it 
by horse-power, or, at any rate, with- 
out forever dodging around trees and 
bushes. 
The most artistic things are 
those which cost the least to maintain 
in the long run. 


The worst bargain you can make is 
to get a "cheap" lawn, for it means 
yearly worry and expense. 
It is a 
popular falacy that the cheapest way 
to cover ground is to sow It with 
grass. 
Shrubs will cover the same 
area at less cost In the long run, since 
they are cheaper to maintain. 
The 
only true economy In lawn-making is 
to spare no expense In plowing, pre- 
paring, and feeding the soil once for 
all at the start, instead of spending a 
lot of money every year of your life 
for fertilizers and weed-killers. 
The 
making of a lawn is usually the most 
expensive item of ornamental planting, 
but if It is well done It gives the deep- 
est satisfaction of all. for "nothing else 
does so much to make a farmhouse 
look happy. 
The lawn is the canvas 
on 
which 
the 
home 
picture 
is 
painted.

Arrange to plant the boundaries of 
your farmstead In such a way that the 
same trees and shrubs w-ill do four 
jobs: 
First, provide windbreaks; sec- 
ond, screen unslghtlj- objects; third, 
frame the views from porch and llv- 
Ing-room; fourth, provide year-round 
interest and beauty. 
If so, your prop- 
erty will Increase yearly In value far 
more 
than 
if j'ou 
merely plant

FRUIT GRADING PATS. 


The following facts should give food 
for thought to the man who thinks It 
pays to sell apples "any old way." 
This is from the Fruit Trade Journal 
of January 1st. 


"The ratio of strictly fancy fruit to

receipts 
was 
small. 
The most desirable Baldwins sold at 
prices ranging from $3.00 to $3.50 per 
barrel. 
Strictly fancy commanded a 
premium. 
Most of the conjmon stor- 
age Bald-wins changed hands at $2.25 
to $2.50. and wasty and unclassifled 
marks at $1.50 to $1.75." 


There is a whole sermon for the 
apple grower In those few lines. 
It 
has very little effect on the selling 
price of common apples to take out 
the strictly fancy fniit, but it utterly 
annihilates the fancy prioe to Include 
even a few specimens that are not up 
to the standard. 


The market report for New York 
City published on New Years day was 
headed "Fancy Apples Are Firm." and 
then says that common stock is selling 
as low as $1.50 per barrel. 
Which 
grade do you send to market? 
Are 
you satisfied with returns? 


WORK WITH THE BEES. 


The duty of the beekeeper in the 
spring Is to get plenty of bees in time 
for the honey 
flow. 
If this is not 
done his work is a failure. The popu- 
lation of the colony Is reduced during 
the winter, especially where winter- 
ing conditions are not the best, and 
this must be corrected If the colony 
is to get the full honey crop. 
It is 
poor beekeeping to have weak col- 
onies at the beginning of the honey 
flow from which the surplus crop is 
obtained. 


REDUCING THE COST OF PRODUCING A POUND OF PORK 


with the present high prices of corn 
and other grain foods, it is e.ssential 
that we exercise strict economy in 
feeding the growing pigs, and also in 
maintaining the breeding herd during 
the time they are not In actual service. 


A well-planned system of grass and 
forage crops will greatly reduce the 
icost of producing a pound of pork, as 
well as maintaining the breeding herd. 
The size of pastures, and the kind of 
forage and grass crops depend largelj' 
upon the location of the grower and 
the number of animals in the herd. 


We prefer to have more acres of 
hog pasture than are needed to supply 
the herd with succulent food, so that 
we can plow under what Is not eaten, 
together with the droppings from the 
hogs, thus Improving the pasture land 
for future crops of grain and grass. 


In this way it is possible to improve 
the fertility of a number of acres, 
and at the same time we are utilizing 
the land for pasture purposes. 
The 
pastures and yards should be planned 
so that you are not dependent upon 


any one crop at any time during the 
season, or you will have an abundance 
at certain times, and no green food 
at other times. 


Among the pasture and forage crops 
that are best adapted to hog pasture, 
are rye, clover, alfalfa, field-peas, cow. 
peas, 
sweet 
corn, 
oats, 
millet 
and 
rape. 
They may be sown at various 
times during the growing season, so 
that some of them will be available 
at all times when the weather Is favor- 
able for the^anlmals to be outside. 


The hog p o w e r s should look to the 
legumes and 
Investigate their 
high 
feeding value. 
They are highly nltro- 
geneous food and may be grown with 
great benefit to the land at a low cost. 


When a green forage crop Is pas- 
tured with pigs. It is often necessary 
to plow under a large portion of the 
green forage, which, together with the 
droppings of the pigs while they are 
running on , the field and being fed 
supplementary 
grain 
foods, 
greatly 
improves 
the 
land, 
increasing 
its 
humus 
content 
and 
adding 
large

amounts of nitrogen to the soil beside 
freeing It from noxious weeds- 
It is 
an economical method of building up 
a run-down field. 


A number of writers have advocated 
feeding the pigs nothing but grass and 
forage crops, but my experience, both 
In the alfalfa region and here in the 
east, will not bear out these claims 
for forage. 


We find that in order to 
secure 
fairly good gains we must feed a little 
grain-food at all times. 
Forage will 
make a great saving, and the best 
possible growth,and thrift are secured 
when wheat middlings, corn or other 
grain-foods are fed in connection with 
such grass and forage crops as alfalfa, 
blue grass, clover and cow^-peas, and 
the pigs will reach the highest de- 
velopment they are capable of making. 


It is claimed by the leading pork 
producers that a well-managed system 
of forage crops will reduce the cost of 
producing pork from 30 to 40 per 
cent. 


In planning a system of forage crops 
and pastures, we must be governed by 
the number of pigs, their size; and 
quality of the land that Is used for 
growing these crop«. 


In my own experience I have found 
no better method of improving the 
soil than to raise hogs, and practice 
a system 
of growing green 
forage 
crops and feeding them a reasonable 
amount of grain-food in connection 
with the pasture and forage crops. 


To secure the best growth and de- 
velopment the nogs must have some 
grain-food in connection with 
their 
pasture and forage crops or there will 
be a tendency to promote an abnor- 
mal 
development 
of 
their 
stomach 
and IntestlneB.—W. Kelley. ^

It has been found that if the stables 
are well cleaned and ventilated and 
exposed to sunlight, if the cows are 
kept well brushed and cleaned; if. just 
before milking, the parts of the cow 
immediately above and around 
the 
pall are washed or wiped with a damp 
cloth, and if the milker Is clean, wears 
clean clothes and uses sterile utensils, 
the quantities of dirt and 
bacteria 
which get Into the milk are greatly 
reduced." 


A number of devices for excluding 
the dirt have been tried In this country 


and In Europe. 
One of the simplest 
and most practical of these is a milk- 
ing pail with a cover which reduce« 
the area of the surface exposed during 
the milking. 
In order to test 
the 
efficiency of such a pail for keeping 
out dirt that would fall into an open 
pail, experiments were carried on at 
the Connecticut Experiment 
Station 
which resulted In the following: 
The 
amount of dirt in the milk from the 
covered pall was only 37 per cent of 
that in the open pail. 
By the use of 
the covered pall an average of 29 per 
cent of the total number of bacteria 
and 41 per cent of the acid-producing 
bacteria were excluded from the fresh 
milk.

ASHES WITH HEN MANURE.

•"With Hie relations between the United States and Germany 


jonce more strained to perilously near the breaking point as nil out- 
come of the submarine warfare, it may be interesting as well as 
profitable to briefly review the developments which have brought 
about a situation most regrettable. For more than a year at fre- 
quently recurring periods an apparent crisis has developed over the 
one phase of the European conflict, which has given the United States 
its chief personal concern. There have been protests, statements j 
and negotiations and an exchange of notes almost wit limit mimbor in 
the effort to clarify the situation and to bring about a conformity to 
what America has contended to be the recognized rules of warfare. 
In announced retaliation for the proclaimed but ineffectual "food 
blockade" proclaimed by Great Britain against the German empire 
the latter has repeatedly overstepped the bounds of what America 
has maintained is justifiable warfare in the sinking of unarmed ves- 
sels of an enemy without proper warning. The fact that American 
'lives have been lost as a result of this course is naturally the mov- 
ing impulse of the United States in its proclaimed intention of up- 
holding the rights of neutral humanity. 


The first American life was lost under these circ\vmstances in 


the torpedoing of the British liner Falaba. Then followed attacks 
upon-the Gulflight, the Gushing and the William P. Prye, all Ameri- 


"•..ci&i ships. Next the Lusitania horror with its hundreds of dead, 


Americans among them. The sinking of the Arabic followed. Aus- 
tria was then involved in the sinking of the Ancona and the Persia, 
though never admitting liability for the latter case. The climax that 
directly precipitated the present move was the attack ou the British 


. channel steamer Sussex, with Americans aboard. Responsibility for 


this Germany has denied, but in the light of evidence in its hands 


. the Washington government maintains that its proof is conclusive. 


;-, 
At various times during the past year in response to American 


insistance, Germany has given assurances of adherence to accepted 
laws of warfare that have been cheerfully accepted by the United 
.•States.' In the light of developments, however—repeated attacks 
.. coming after assurances had been given, and with an attempt at jus- 


tification which the United States could not accept—Washington has 
been forced to the conclusion that the German naval, commanders 


;.. are violating the promise given by the Berlin government. This, in 


''-; brief, is the status of affairs which has led President Wilson to lay 
.•; before congress his next step which may be fraught with grave eon- 
\ sequences .

Due to White Flour 


DO WE BELIEVE? 


Changes in milling processes are re- 


sponsible for appendicitis, according to 
a physician who lias been in the prac- 
tice of medicine for 50 years and who 
has observed tlieNspread of the disease. 
This phy.iician. Dr. If. C. Howard, of 
Champaign, 11]., asserts that until the 
trade demand for exceedingly 
white 


flour changed the methods uf grinding 
wheat there was no appendicitis. 


To prove this assertion the physician 


points to the fact that where coarse 
breads arc used tho disease is unknown, 
but that as soon as thn line breadstuff 
are introduced appendicitis comes along 
as a sequence. 


By this reasoning it is shown that 


the people of agricultural communities 
•who secured their flour from small mills 
did not have the disease until the small 
mills were crowded out by the large 
ones and fine white flour supplanted tho 
coarse. 


Then the negroes uf tho south so long 


as they nte corn breil were' free from 
the disease, but when the new process 
flour began to be used the disease eamo 
among them. The same results attended 
the departure of the German folks from 
their coarse bread to the refined Hour. 


Disease Raie Before 
1875. 


"I can well remember prior to about 


1875." said Dr. Howard, "that 
there 


was little or none of the ailment among 
the people. 
]n 25 years of practice 


among the people before that, time I 
do not .think 1 saw more than 40 cases 
of appendicitis. 
Xow they arc com- 


mon. 


"Large and extended changes in the 


diet of people has contributed to this. 
For example, about the date mentioned 


' 
there began to be a general change from 
the old method of grinding grain to the 
present method of roller mills and ex- 
cessively fine bolting cloths. This plan 
of milling began first in the large cities, 
and appendicitis began to increase first 
there. Later the. new process crowded 
out the small mills in the country and

While you are waiting for th« per- 
manent vines to grow, you can cover 
your porch the first year, without 
spending a cent, by soxvlng seeds of 
wild cucumber vine or collecting seeds 
of morning Klory In regions xvhere It 
runs xvild. 
In the garden cities of 


England, such 
as 
Bournvllle and 


Letchworth. which are the most beau- 
tiful of their kind In the xvorld. many 
thousands of dollars hax-e been saved 
by building very plain houses, and 
providing different sets of vines for 
every house. 


And there is one evergreen x-ine that 


ought to be planted on every brick and 
stone house In America where English 
Ivy Is not hardy. This is the evergreen 
bittersweet—not the common climb- 
ing cuonymous (Euonyrnus radlcans), 
for that has a taint of variegation, 
but the round-leaved x-ariety, xvhlch 
the nurserymen call vegetus. 
It is 


free from the weakness and nuisance 
of producing xvhite leaves, and years 
before the ordinary type it bears red 
fruits about the size of holly berries, 
which are brilliant all winter. 


It is a fundamental principle of 


landscape gardening that the open 
lawn, with shrubbery (frouped at the 
sides, Is more valuable than a laxvn 
peppered with plants, even If they are 
rare and costly. 
There Is no doubt 


that you can make ex'ery dollar stand 
on edge and scream louder if you 
scatter plants over your lawn, but you 
can not make a beautiful home picture 
in that way. The gaudy style of plant- 
Ing, xvhlch xvill always appeal F.tronglj 
to a beginner until the crack of doom 
Is to scatter over the lawn foreign and 
artificial kinds of trees and shrubs 


Before You Plnnt Against the Foundations- 


But this Is like gingerbread ornamen- 
tation and flashy paint on a. house—all 
for shoxv, and xvlthout any appro- 
priateness to the country. The better 
way Is to keep the center of the laxvn 
open. Moreover, the open laxvn costs 
less to maintain, since you can mow it 
by horse-power, or. at any rate, with- 
out forever dodging around trees and 
bushes. The most artistic things are 
those xvhlch cost the least to maintain 
in the long run. 


The worst bargain you can make Is 


to get a "cheap" laxvn. for it means 
yearly worry and expense. 
It is a 


popular falacy that the cheapest way 
to cover ground is to soxv it xvlth 
grass. 
Shrubs xvill cover the same 


area at less cost In the long run, since 
they are cheaper to maintain. The 
only true economy in laxvn-making Is 
to spare no expense In ploxvlng, pre- 
paring, and feeding the soil once for 
all at the start, instead of spending a 
lot of money ex-ery year of your life 
for fertilizers and weed-killers. The 
making- of a laxvn Is usually the most 
expensive item of ornamental planting, 
but if It is well done it gives the deep- 
est satisfaction of all. for nothing else 
does so much to make a farmhouse 
look happy. The lawn Is the canvas 
on 
which 
the 
home 
picture 
Is

WORK WITH THE BEES. 


The duty of the beekeeper In th» 


spring is to get plenty of bass in time 
for the honey flow, if this is not 
done his work is a failure. The popu- 
lation of the colony is reduced during 
the winter, especially where "winter- 
Ing conditions are not the best, and 
this must be corrected if the colony 
is to get the full honey crop. It is 
poo'r beekeeping to have weak col- 
onies at the beginning of the honey 
flow from which the surplus Crop 1* 
obtained. 


REDUCING THE COST OF PRODUCING A POUND OF PORK 


With the present high prices of corn 


and other grain foods, it is essential 
that xve exercise strict economy in 
feeding the growing pigs, and also In 
maintaining the breeding herd during 
the time they are not In actual service. 


A. well-planned system of grass and 


forage crops will greatly reduce the 
cost of producing a pound o£ pork, as 
•Rfll.as maintaining the breeding herd. 
The size of pastures, and the kind of 
forage and grass crops depend largely 
upon the location of the groxver and 
the number of animals in the herd. 


."We prefer to have more acres of 


• hog pasturu than are needed to supply 


the herd with succulent food, so that 


| we can ploxv under xvhat Is not eaten, 
.together with the droppings from the 
hogs, thus improxlng the pasture land 
for future crops of grain and grass. 


In this way it !s possible to improve 


•the fertility of a number of acres. 
and at the same time xve are utilizing 
the land for pasture purposes. 
The 


pastures and yards should be planned 
10 that you are not dependent upon 


any one crop at any time during the 
season, or you xvill have an abundance 
at certain times, and no green food 
at other times. 


Among the pasture and forage crops 


tha.t are best adapted to hog pasture, 
are rye, clover, alfalfa, field-peas, cow- 
peas, sweet corn, oats, millet and 
rape. They may be sown at various 
times during the growing season, so 
that some of them will be ax-ailable 
at all times when the weather is favor- 
able for the animals to be outside. 
, 
The hog growers should look to the 


legumes and investigate their high 
feeding x'alue. They are highly nltro- 
geneous food and may be grown with 
great benefit to the land at a. low cost. 


When a. green forage crop is pas- 


tured with pigs, It Is often necessary 
to plow under a large portion of the 
green forage, xx-hlch. together with the 
droppings of the pigs while they are 
running on the field and being fed 
supplementary grain food?, greatly 
improves the

blue grass, clover and coxv-peas. and

velopment they are capable of making. 


It Is claimed by the leading pork 


producers that a well-managed system 
of forage crops will reduce the cost of 
producing pork from 30 to 40 per 
cent. 


In planning a system of forage crops 


and pastures, we must be governed by 
the number of pigs, their size, and 
quality of the land that is used for 
growing these crops. 


In my own experience I have found 


no better method of improving the 
soil than to raise hogs, and practice 
a system of growing green forage 
crops and feeding them a reasonable 
amount of grain-food in connection 
xvlth the pasture and forage crops. 


To secure the best growth and de- 


velopment the nogs must have some 
grain-food In connection xx-ith their 
pasture and forage crops or there will 
be a tendency to promote an abnor- 
mal development of their stomach 
and Intestines.—W. Kelley.

cleaner and more wholesome milk, 
both for direct consumption and for 
the production of butter, cheese and 
other milk products.

healthful, sanitary conditions, and the 
dangers which may accompany the 
use of milk which has been produced 
and handled under conditions both 
unsanitary and unhealthful. 
Many 


progressive dairymen are awake to this 
call for an improved quality of milk, 
and are desirous of knowing how to 
meet It. The increasing interest and 
importance of this question has led 
the experiment station in nearly ex-ery 
state in the Union to undertake the 
work of finding out through careful 
experiments, the best methods of pro- 
ducing good milk- 


Various methods of clarifying milk, 


such as straining, filtering, sedimenta- 
tion, and the use of centrifugal ma- 
chines hax-e been employed both in 
this country and in Europe. 
Some of 


these have been fairly successful in re- 
moving both dirt and bacteria, but 
none has proved entirely satisfactory. 
One Important 
objection 
to 
such 


methods of handling milk, especially 
in the small dairy, is -that they require 
considerable time, and some of them 
additional machinery, and thus add to 
the cost of production. It is much 
more important, however, to go far- 
ther back than this, and to prevent 
the dirt from getting into the milk at 
all, because much of it dissolves 
readily in the warm milk, cannot be 
removed, and thus contaminates the

milk xvith both filth and the bacteria 
of the dirt. It is necessary, therefor, 
to secure some means whereby the dirt 
can be originally excluded. 


It has been found that if the stables
